The first head of the school was later, in 1878-79 was a professor at 
John Augustus Williams, who ser- 
ved as presiding officer of the Agri- 
cutural and Mechanical Col- 
lege of Kentucky University from 
October. 1866. until the end of the 
school year in 1867 

Born Sept 21. 1824. in Bourbon 
county, he was a son of Charles E. 
Williams, a prominent physician, 
and Arabella Dodge Williams, 
daughter of David Dodge, an early 
Lexington merchant and manufac- 
turer After attending the best 
schools in Pans, he entered Bacon 
College at Oeorgetown when he 
was fourteen years old and remain- 
ed in that school when it moved to 
Harrodsburg and became Kentuc- 
ky University He was graduated 
there in 1843 and later received his 
M A degree from his alma mater 
and his LL. D from the Masonic 
University at I^Grange. Kv. 

Although he prepared for a legal 
career. Dr Williams became inter- 
ested in the educational need? of 
Kentucky and established Prospect 
Hill Seminary for young men and 
women near Mt Sterling. In 1851 
i he organized Christian College at 
Columbus. Mo but returntd to Ken- 
1 tucky in 1R56 to recover his health 
and with his father, purchased 
Greenville Springs at Harrodsburg. 
There in the building that now 
houses Beaumont inn. he establish- 
ed Daughter's College, to which he 
brought 50 students from the west. 

In 1865. Dr Williams became 
professor of moral and mental phil- 
osphy at Kentucky University, but 
resigned in 1867 lo return to daugh- 
ter's College. 

Dr. Williams was a brother-in-law 
of John Bvran Bowman, who was 
instrumental in combining Ken- 
| tucky University and Transylvania 
in 1865 He also was one of the orig- 
inal movers n the nrganipation of 
the State Teachers Assoeiantion 
Minister Named Head 

The second presiding officer of 
the A and M College was Joseph 
Desha Pickett, a minister who had

superintendent of public instruc- 
tion, beginning in 1879 In 1891. 
he retired and moved with his fam- 
ily to Chicago where he died July 
20. 1900. He was buried in Mason 
county. 

President 41 years 

Most famous of the eary presi- 
dents of the University was James 
Kennedv Patterson, who became 
presiding officer of the A and M. 
College In August. 1869. and head- 
ed the school until he resigned on 
Jan 5. 1910 

During the administration of this 
stern Scotch Presbyterian, the A. 
and M College of Kentucky Uni- 
versity became, first, the state Ag- 
ricultural tnd Mechanical College, 
an institution separate from Ken- 
University, and later, the State Uni- 
versity of Kentucky 

It was also during his admini- 
stration, in 1878. that his title was 
changed from presiding officer to 
president of the A and M College 
president of what is now the Uni- 
versity of Kentucky 

Dr Patterson, whose bronze stat- 
ue by Auguste Lukeman stands on 
the University campus, was born in I 
Glasgow. Scotland. March 26. 1833. 
and came to America with his par- 
1842 

He attended school at Madison. 
Tnd . was graduated from Hanover 
College in 1856 with honors and 
then became president of the Pres- 
byterian Academy at Greenville. I 
Ky. Three years later he was elect- 
ed principal of the preparatory 
depiirtment of Stewart College at 
Clarkesville. Tenn . and a year aft- 
erwards whs made professor of Greek 
and Latin at the school. 

After Stewart College was closed 
in 1861 because of the War Be- 
tween 'he States. Dr Patterson 
served until 1865 as principal of 
the Transylvania University high 
school and. upon the consolidation 
of Transylvania with Kentucky 
University in 1865. was named pro- 
fessor of lj»tin and eivtl history in 
the college

"My conception of a state uni- 
versity is that first it should be 
a great service agency in the 
state." Dr. Donovan declared in 
an interview with the Louis- 
ville Courier-Journal. "It should 
be able to take the university 
to the people as well as bring 
the people to the university.
